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Five Wells to be 
On Production 

In Three Weeks
TORRANCE NO. 4 EXPECTED TO BE BIG

WELL; VAN LEW NO. 1 BROUGHT
IN ON PUMP

Five more wells will be put on production in 
the Torrance field within the next three weeks, 
it was learned today from a survey of the field. 
One of these wells, Torrance No. 4, on the Chans­ 
lor Canfield Midway lease, now standing ce­ 
mented at 2949 feet, is expected to set a new 
production record for the field. It is 300 feet 
east of Torrance No. 3 which is now making 600 
barrels a day, with the gravity of the oil rang­ 
ing between 27 and 28. The big improvement 
shown in the wells as they come east is 'leading 
the oil men to believe that the settled produc­ 
tion of Torrance No. 4 will be 1000 barrels or 
more.

Two of the other four wells which are ex­ 
pected to be brought in in the near future are 
Chanslor Canfield Midway wells Torrance No. 
1 and Dominguez No. 1.. Torrance No. 1 stands 
cemented at 3550 feet and Dominguez Jjfo. 1 at 
4011. If the water shutoffs in these wells are 
successful, it is believed they will be good pro­ 
ducers. The remaining two wells are on Stand­ 
ard Oil leases on the west side of the field. Felk- 
ner No. 1 is standing cemented at 3200 feet and 
Kirke No. 3 at 2935 feet. Kirke No. 1 and No. 
2 are now on production near where No. 3 is be­ 
ing drilled.

After attempting production from 
a deep sand, the General Petro­ 
leum's Van Lew No. 1 was brought 
in on the pump yesterday. The 
well is producing from the first 
sand 'at^^po feet at the rate of 
about 260 barrels a day. The grav­ 
ity of the oil, though it had not 
beet tested up to this morning, ^s 
believed will run abou 16
This well was put down to 4610 In 
an unsuccessful attempt to locate 
a deeper aand which it w«a hop«d 
would yield a higher gravity oil 
than that found at 3600 feet. 

* Van Lew No. 1 Hes about one 
mile north of Del Amo No. 1 the 
discovery well of the field, and is 
believed to be near the north edge 
of the field. .

The Fullerton Oil Company's Lens 
No 1, lying a few hundred yards 
due south of the Van Lew well Is 
coming back up to 2800 feet after 
an unsuccessful attempt to get a 
water shutoff at about 3860. An 
attempt will b« m»d« to sidetrack 
at 2900 feet and try for a water 
«hut off from a new hole. The
drillers at the well report that the 
best oil showing In the well was 
hit at about 3800 fe«t and a good 
producer would hav« been brought 
In from this sand If the water had 
been shut off.

Master Masons

Several months will elapse before property 
owners in the street asessment district on Ar­ 
lington street will be required to pay their as­ 
sessments, according to a report of City Attor­ 
ney Briney, who informed the trustees Tuesday 
that the trial of the case had been set for No­ 
vember next and that bonds could not be issued 
by the city until the case had been settled.

The report of the city attorney was the 
principal matter of interest at the city council 
meeting and the "gallery," composed principally 
of Carson and Arlington street residents, took 
part freely in the discussion of the all-absorbing 
topic at the conclusion of the report.

Mr. Briney stated that owing 
to the fact that it had been discov­ 
ered by the court that Mr. Klus- 
man, the plaintiff in the injunction 
proceedings that came before the 
superior court a week ago today, 
owned no property on Carson street, 
as set forth in the complaint, the 
Carson street end of the contro­ 
versy had no standing in court and 
was therefore dismissed.

Mr. Briney further "stated that 
while the Arlington injunction mat­ 
ter had been set on the calendar for 
trial in November, it was the de­ 
sire of all concerned to have the 
trial at an earlier date and that 
this might be arranged.

In discussing the position oft 
property owners on Carson street, 
whose application for an injunc­ 
tion had been dismissed, Mr. Briney 
stated that if the trustees saw fit 
to order the Carson street bonds 
issued, such action would in no 
way jeopardize the rights of the 
protestants, as they could begin re­ 
straining proceedings against the 
sale of the bonds as well as against 
their issue.

On advice of the city attorney 
the Arlington matter was contin­ 
ued until the first regular meet­ 
ing In April and in the event the 
suit has not then been decided by 
:he court it will be continued from 
time to time until such decision

handed down.
At the suggestion of Trustee Gil­ 

bert, who expressed himself as de­ 
siring to allow the Carson street 
residents to have an opportunity 
o begin proceedings against the 
ssuance of the bonds, the Carson 

street hearing was continued for 
one week when, If no action Is 
taken, the order for the Issuance of 
he bonds will probably be made 

by the trustees.
Trustee Proctor contended that as 

here had been no legal reason ad­ 
vanced why bonds should not be

issued for Carson street, the trus­ 
tees should proceed at once to or­ 
der the bonds issued.

When the subject had been ex­ 
hausted in a debate that included 
spectators as well as trustees, the 
matter was put to a vote. Two of 
the trustees voted to extend the 
time of the meeting and two were 
against such action. Mayor. Flti­ 
ll ugh cast the deciding vote in fa­ 
vor of the continuance of the hear­ 
ing for one week and the matter 
will come up again next Tuesday 
evening for final decision.

Under the head of "new business" 
residents on Amapola streot asked 
the trustees to take some action 
as to putting the unimproved 
streets in the western section of 
the city In a passable condition, 
contending: that at the present time 
especially during wet weather, the 
roads are impassable.
